IE you happened to have- inhabited the “c^i J.l cnmous "howl 11 last summer 
past, irt and around the middle of August, then you might have had the op¬ 
portunity to have ret or ran to one of the most dedicated and committed re- 
vo)ut i ortftty and anaroh if t ic husharc-wi fe toon:- that ha* «ver a termed the 
island of ^ rn t rf-a 1 r 'That team was separated and never to ccmAutfe a Lain, 
when in the last week of August, A lan Bruce “endersor, or "mad Bruce", as 
he was affectionately tailed by his fellow revolutionaries, was brutally 
and savagely attacked and kidnapped from the streets of Montreal by -.■sroc 
pigs. He has been r«>tt iaa ever since then.,, deer in the bowels of Bordeaux 
Provincial .Tiji 1 , without pending t-ria- or wjt.bcut s Lawyer 4. His wife Cooey 
wasn't as lucky. After nuraroiis attempts at liberating her husband r with 
the help of a lawyer whn latter copped put beta use Cooey was unable to pay 
for his services, she herself was kidnapped off the streets, nf Montreal in 
October. She was kept a ptiepuner, without trial or lawyer, j n Tftnnuay Wo- 
nc^'s Prison, until her mysterious death on January 25, 1970. Tnnouay .T.iil 
authorities would not c lab-prate on the frny.v qF her deaths 

Before I go on, l would Like to make a fow *bc?rt remarks on the h is¬ 
tory of the political prisonnsr, 

Thp pnlitionl orison ner, ail thru history, has boon kidnapped, beaten, 
murdered, framed, railroaded; failed whenever the masses of the oppressed 
pennies of the world arise to threaten the criminals of opppn;; * Lon. The 
oppressed peoples are then temporarily stifled in their gallant struggles 
when these individuals gr* jailed; individual* of whom the oppressors be¬ 
lieve to hayr.', outstanding Leadershio aualities which might nope a 1 t* the 
oppretApd peoples and which threaten the oppressors very own exploitive 
existence. In short, political pr isonnetx are the scapegoats for the ills 
of the system, therefore by Eliminating them, thu status 1 1 uo is retained.

Ail that they and tho many 
others got out of Lheir efforts were smashed skulls, weeks spent in jail, 
constant humiliation and haras semen t - often being called niqq-er by pigi: 
and honkies alike - and various other forms of human dcoration. 

Bruce and Cooey eventually ended up in KontrAal in late July last 
year. In their short stay on the Montreal Modi11 camous "scene*, Brute and 
Cooey staged numitraai revolptipnnry enlightening guerilla-theatre tpagh-in*' 
on the art of violent revolution.. Such topics of discussion were; the 
manufacture and use of volatile hpmhs, various self-defence courses, the 
most effective ways of eliminating Political pigs - Drapcau, Trudeau, Da¬ 
ley, Hixon, etc., and any other ideas that would best suit the purpose of 
the violent overthrow of the exploitive governments of the world, Bruce nnd 
Cooey were by no means of a Victorian stock. They often brought their fuck¬ 
ing into the .parks, much to the shock and. horror of the campus POlico end 
virtuous John Birch hippies. 

But Bruce aed CoOty arc no longer with us. Bruce la Locked away like 
.1 gomrvon. anim.nl in the dungeons ol Bordeaux Prison, Cooey is dead. But 
Bruce's revolutionary fervour still continue*. Herd has gotten out that 
m.iny prison guard nics have suffered vicious beatings at the hands of our

As starvation increases, 
people will beg: n to attack the 
sea 1or whatever they can get 
out oi it. Thuj: the plankton 
supply will bo decreased even 
further.

cording to the Montreal Star, 99% of the oil in Kanada 
is Anerikan owned* 


More statistics. of all business Is backed 

in American dollars (that includes small businesses I 
end of the major korporationr, listed on the Kanadian st¬ 
ock exchanges, arc financed by the American dollar. 

We have become s1nv«* of Tunerika. The Amerikan korpor- 
ations have run out of resources at hone, so they come 
up here. Dig the copper slags that are a growing part 
of the scenery along the <3asp£ peninsula, dig Alcoa 
Aluminum. Or b*tt«r y*t, stop them from digging. Can¬ 
adian minerals, Yankee money and Yankee profits--in many 
cases they uven bring their own workers — and Kanadian 
earth i* destroyed to support the imperialist economy. 
When the run Out of market b for their overproduction they 
gomp up here, hence we are burdened with their advertis¬ 
ing ana the consumption of all their shit. Wr: hit^mn 
no longer a competitive economy, but a servant tin?,

Fascism, repression and supressicn are an essential 
part of a kapitalistic economy. In such a society, bas¬ 
ed otv profit, the power is in the hands of those with 
the ibCfiey. And the country is ruled not by the people 
with the vote, but by the people with the wealth. 

And the function of the politician is merely to satisfy 
enough of the demands of the people, and serve as a 
front, without really giving them anything and thus pre¬ 
vent rebellion and keep the nation safe' for korpOVate 
monopply and destruction. Kapitalism. and democracy ?re 
thus two totally contrasting systems. Historically, 
knpit.: 1 isr, did not appear tin the discovery or foreign 
markets -and trade. And once they were discovered, the 
;irmy was inevitably to appear on the scene in order to 
defend the imperialist nations -investments . A kapital- 
istic economy requires these foreign markets and foreign 
materials, ft then becomes essential for it to aupp re a a 
thr; people it supplies and destroys their earth and 
suppress their cultures . are Amerika's closest- 

Colony and just as Mixon is merely a puppet of the big 
business of Ajaerik*, TrUili-ieu i r. merely a puppet of Kan- 
ada 1 a biy busihiiEses, which is really Amerika's big 
businesses, which is what the conspiracy in all about. 
Economic Aid. Repression. 
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Unlike moEt colonies of Mwrika, where Amerika was 
able to walk in and rip-off with no questions asked, in 
Kanada these was the problem, c-f dealing with another 
White Angle-Safari Protestant culture. The roots of K^n- . 
adian culture and Amerikan culture are the same. Hence, 
instead o-f mere h laves, we are potential competitors and 
it became necessary for Amerifca to *ell us its program, 
grant u* a fraction of the profit and make it impossible 
to develop OP our own. The return of the proqram b^ck 
to Amerika and the liberation of ourselves from an in¬ 
grained repressive system is where much of our effort 
must lie. We must do a lot more than replace foreign 
repression for domestic, The basic repressive nature 
of a kapitaliatio system, its necessary tendancy is to 
make the peOpl* competitive and hence alienate thecse I - 
ves from each other, and the consciousness that results 
from this type of living must be altered. To repress a 
similar culture, the r^pr^sor must be eftromO1y subtle. 
It is essential that the people hit kept blind. 


One of the functions that Kanada servos to the 
mother country is as a channel for dissent—-a draft 
dodger can come here and. stay comfortably and easily 
fall into the apathy o£ thinking that he's really dis¬ 
sented and become a good Kanadian citizen* while he's 
actually just falling into the same bullshit he left 
behind. And as Canadians we can pretend we have nothing 
to do with the war while remaining integral parts of the 
economy that necessitates genocidal slaughter and while 
allowing minerals from Canadian soil be used for fueling 
and manufacturing the planes that fly over Viet Nan. 


The subtlety of the oppression here in almost fright¬ 
ening, When concentration comp* art opened and you see 
people put up against the wall daily, then you know you’re 
living in a fascist state. But in Kanada, the repression 
is almost completely cultural and so deeply rooted that 
you don't stop to think about it, it just seems to be 
part of your reality. Advertising and korporate rip- 
offs and the right of people to e ri c h Is ju^t the re . 
and accepted. And without thinking, we are sold complet- 
■-ly on the Amerikan. conscious ness--the urge to consume 
everything we can, the accumulation and display of wealth 
the unthinking destruction of the environment and the 
valuing of property above life. 

The need for radical change and new — goes really 
deep. When j bgab explodes, no one thinks if anyone was 
kiLLed, but they do worry about property damage. The 
lumber companies tearing up the forests are all Canadian. 
We have accepted a socio-economic structure—become slsvex 
to it r a structure that h*-c^s$ito-tea wap, dr e ti-uction, 
overproduction, exploitation,, economic depression and 
cultural supression. And ve have become part of it. 

Wf can' t say tha t it r e not our war—because it is. And 
we can't say it's not our pollution because we have no 
more than fifteen years left an this planet, Canadians 
“fp n ot impotent. The wgr in Asia, Africa, South America 
is ourE ns well as Amerike’s. Ho have th# power to 
bring the destructive genocidal aggressive war machine, 
to a halt. And Kan ada better be ready. Se1f-determin- 

ism is in complete apposition to the Amerikan way. Ab 
the crisis grows, Amerika will be forcing more shit down 
the throat of it's colonies. Amerika f a ultimatum to 
Ranald i-t to accept and defend all Amerikan policies by 
1971, He have lived under the illusion of democracy long- 
enough. It'S time for the colon±*tJ to begin ruling then- 
selves-. —
